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SUMMARY  OF  FATAL  ACCIDENTS 
1968 

Mr.  Charles  Dean  Rowatt,  age  39,  married,  no  dependent  children, 
received  crushing  injuries  to  his  chest  and  lower  part  of  his  body  at 
7:15  p.m.  on  January  5,  1968,  while  performing  his  duties  as  a  roof 
bolter  at  Zeigler  #4  Mine  located  at  Johnston  City,  Williamson  Coun- 
ty, Illinois,  where  Mr.  Rowatt  had  been  employed  for  nine  months. 

Mr.  Rowatt  and  Mr.  Paul  William  Davie  were  working  in  a  lift 
of  the  inby  room  of  the  Number  4  double  barrel  rooms  off  the  13th 
N.E.  of  the  1st  S.E. 

The  mining  machine  had  cut  18  feet  deep  into  the  block  and  was 
moved  out  to  let  the  roof  bolting  machine  enter.  The  bolters  examined 
the  top  and  ribs  and  put  up  four  bolts  in  the  first  row.  Mr.  Rowatt 
again  examined  the  rib  on  his  side  and  pulled  some  top  coal  down  on 
the  left  rib.  The  roof  bolters  had  completed  the  second  row  of  bolts 
of  three  across  and  were  drilling  holes  for  the  third  row.  They  had 
two  holes  drilled,  one  on  each  side,  when  the  rib  on  the  left  side  of 
the  lift  two  feet  inby  the  edge  fell  off  in  a  chunk  five  feet  long  by 
two  feet  thick  by  two  feet  wide,  striking  Mr.  Rowatt  from  behind  and 
wedging  him  up  against  the  control  and  the  left  boom  of  the  pin 
drill,  crushing  him. 

The  section  foreman,  Mr.  Drury  Woolford,  was  in  the  left  on  the 
right  side  of  the  pinner  at  the  back  of  Mr.  Paul  Davie.  Mr.  John 
Rester  who  was  checking  his  cable  saw  Mr.  Rowatt  pinned  against  the 
boom  of  the  pinner  and  swung  the  left  boom  to  the  right  to  release 
Mr.  Rowatt.  Mr.  Rowatt  was  given  first  aid,  put  on  a  stretcher,  and 
taken  to  the  Herrin  Hospital  where  he  died  January  6,  1968. 


Mr.  Harry  J.  Ross,  age  45,  married,  four  dependent  children,  came 
to  his  death  on  January  9,  1968  at  4:10  a.m.  while  performing  his  du- 
ties as  a  top  labor/shift  leader  and  high  lift  operator  at  Florida  Coal 
Company,  Little  Dog  Mine  located  at  Gillespie,  Macoupin  County, 
Illinois  where  he  had  been  employed  for  about  four  years. 

Mr.  Harry  Ross,  being  the  shift  leader  on  top,  had  talked  with 
Mr.  Henry  Dubbs,  hoisting  engineer,  and  Mr.  Joe  Cheragotti,  shift 
leader,  at  the  beginning  of  the  shift  in  regard  to  material  that  was  to 
be  sent  below  on  that  shift.  Mr.  Cheragotti  had  requested  that  four 
material  car  loads  of  roof  bolt  blocks  and  one  car  of  expansion  shells 
be  sent  below.  For  this  to  be  done,  five  empty  cars  were  to  be  sent  out 
on  top  from  underground  at  a  prearranged  time  of  2:00  a.m.  to  pro- 
vide enough  time  for  loading  of  material.  The  five  cars  were  sent  out 
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on  top  as  scheduled,  and  shortly  thereafter  repair  work  on  the  bonnet 
of  the  south  cage  was  started  and  then  completed  at  approximately 
3:45  a.m. 

During  the  intervening  time  between  the  beginning  of  the  shift 
and  the  time  the  five  material  cars  came  on  top,  Mr.  Ross  informed 
the  hoisting  engineer  that  he  was  going  to  send  only  four  cars  of 
material  below  so  that  the  extra  time  could  be  spent  cleaning  on  the 
tracks  in  the  area  of  the  preparation  plant.  The  lowering  of  the  loaded 
material  cars,  sent  below  on  the  north  cage  only,  commenced  shortly 
after  completion  of  the  repair  work  on  the  south  cage.  Assuming  the 
cage  was  "free"  after  the  fourth  car  was  taken  off  below  because  of 
the  change  of  plans  of  Mr.  Ross,  the  hoisting  engineer  parked  the 
north  cage  above  the  ground  landing  in  the  normal  "free"  park 
position. 

Mr.  Ross  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Hiram  Turner,  top  laborer, 
prepared  to  push  the  fifth  car  of  material  loaded  with  expansion  shells 
onto  the  cage  not  realizing  that  the  cage  was  above  the  ground  land- 
ing. It  should  be  noted  that  on  this  morning  with  the  temperature 
of  the  air  in  the  low  twenties  and  because  the  hoist  shaft  is  the  return 
air  shaft,  that  visibility  at  the  shaft  was,  at  times,  obscured  by  dense 
steam  although  overhead  lights  are  provided  and  were  on.  As  the 
loaded  car  tipped  forward  into  the  shaft,  it  pulled  Mr.  Ross  and  Mr. 
Turner  forward.  Mr.  Ross  was  pulled  into  the  shaft  by  the  falling 
car  and  fell  368  feet  to  his  death.  Mr.  Turner  who  was  on  the  left 
side  of  the  car  caught  hold  of  the  signal  bell  pipe  and  was  able  to 
regain  balance.  Mr.  Ross  came  to  his  accidental  death  by  skull  frac- 
ture and  multiple  injuries. 


Mr.  James  Fassero,  Sr.,  age  57,  married,  no  dependent  children, 
was  fatally  injured  on  January  22,  1968  at  or  about  the  hour  of  10:45 
a.m.  while  performing  his  duties  as  a  shooter  in  the  process  of  testing 
the  roof  at  the  Peabody  Mine  #10,  located  three  miles  east  of  the 
village  of  Pawnee,  Christian  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been  em- 
ployed for  15  years. 

Mr.  Fassero  was  injured  while  taking  down  loose  top  coal,  clod, 
and  rib  with  a  dutch  head  to  make  it  safe  for  a  shooting  valve  that 
was  going  to  be  placed  nearby  in  this  cross  cut  between  Rl  &  2-8S- 
2W-M.N.  While  pulling  down  this  loose  top  coal,  a  piece  of  clod 
\Vi  by  Wi  feet  and  about  two  inches  thick  hit  him  on  the  front  part 
of  his  head  knocking  him  to  the  ground  in  a  whiplash  fashion.  The 
clod  fell  from  between  roof  bolts  that  were  on  33  inch  centers.  This 
cross  cut  is  seven  feet  wide  and  well  supported  by  roof  bolts.  The 
immediate  top  above  the  clod  is  of  good  lime  rock.  Two  foot  bolts 
were  used  to  support  the  roof. 
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Mr.  Fassero  died  January  28,  1968  at  1:10  p.m.  due  to  respirator)' 
failure  following  the  fracture  of  the  cervical  spinal  cord. 


Mr.  Joseph  A.  Cruse,  age  51,  married,  no  dependent  children,  came 
to  his  death  at  approximately  1:30  p.m.,  March  14,  1968,  while  per- 
forming his  duties  as  section  foreman  at  Bell  and  Zoller  Coal  Company, 
Zeigier  Mine  #4,  located  at  Johnston  City,  Williamson  County,  Illinois, 
where  he  had  been  employed  for  one  year. 

The  continuous  mining  machine  had  been  cutting  in  the  3rd  S.E. 
off  the  22nd  S.W.  The  top  had  been  working  and  the  mining  machine 
operator  and  his  buddy  had  moved  the  machine  out.  They  had 
started  spotting  bits  before  moving  over  to  the  next  entry.  Mr.  Joseph 
Cruse,  the  section  foreman,  came  bv  and  hooked  his  chalkline  in  the 
outby  sight  in  the  3rd  S.E.  and  Mr.  Charley  Props,  the  machine  op- 
erator, told  him  that  the  top  in  the  3rd  S.E.  was  very  bad  and  not  to 
go  under  it.  Mr.  Cruse  did  not  answer  him,  but  went  beyond  the 
last  row  of  bolts,  lined  the  chalkline  up,  and  flipped  it.  A  piece  of 
rock  that  was  slipped  on  both  sides — three  and  one-half  feet  wide  by 
ten  feet  long  and  1  foot  thick — fell  and  struck  him  causing  almost 
instant  death.  The  deceased,  when  uncovered,  was  found  with  his 
head  14  feet  from  the  face  and  his  feet  outby  under  the  last  row  of 
bolts.  The  face  of  the  3rd  S.E.  had  been  driven  18  feet  beyond  the 
last  row  of  bolts.  The  last  two  row  of  bolts  were  inby  the  edge  of 
the  intersection  of  the  3rd  S.E.  The  intersection  outby  the  last  bolts 
at  the  face  was  bolted  in  a  solid  pattern  as  were  all  the  openings  lead- 
ing to  the  3rd  S.E. 


Mr.  Wilvey  Veller,  age  54,  married,  no  dependent  children,  was 
injured  in  an  accident  at  Freeman  Coal  Mining  Corporation,  Orient 
#3  Mine,  located  at  Waltonville,  Jefferson  County,  Illinois,  on  April 
29,  1968,  while  performing  his  duties  as  timberman.  He  had  been 
employed  at  this  mine  for  18  years. 

Mr.  Veller  was  operating  a  Lee  Norse  Miner  in  the  bleeder  block 
between  3  &  4  N  panels  off  the  E.N.  This  block  had  been  partially 
mined  by  a  previous  shift  on  April  26,  second  shift,  and  had  set  over 
the  weekend  allowing  the  top  to  settle  on  timbers  left  in  the  area. 
Upon  completion  of  mining  remaining  coal,  Mr.  Veller  backed  ma- 
chine out  of  this  with  head  of  machine.  At  this  time,  the  roof  fell 
and  covered  him.  He  was  quickly  helped  to  safe  area  and  given  first 
aid  and  examined  by  Dr.  L.  L.  Love  of  Christopher.  He  was  then 
taken  by  ambulance  to  a  hospital  in  Centralia,  Illinois,  where  he  died 
on  May  3,  1968. 
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Mr.  James  J.  Spurney,  age  18,  single,  was  injured  in  an  accident  at 
Florida  Coal  Company,  Little  Dog  Mine,  located  at  Gillespie,  Ma- 
coupin County,  Illinois,  on  March  6,  1968,  at  9:15  p.m.,  while  per- 
forming his  duties  as  shuttle  car  operator.  He  had  been  employed  at 
this  mine  for  8  months. 

Mr.  Spurney,  regular  shuttle  car  operator  in  the  5th  East  Panel, 
conventional  unit,  was  loading  the  fifth  car  from  #12  room  cross-cut 
to  right  off  3rd  East  entry  of  7  entries  being  driven  east.  The  11  BU 
Joy  Loader,  being  operated  by  Mr.  Ralph  Link,  2nd  man  on  loader, 
was  being  repositioned  in  the  cross-cut  which  was  approximately  22 
feet  deep  from  the  entry  rib  line.  Mr.  Jerry  Spurney,  Joy  Loader  op- 
erator, was  at  the  corner  of  the  cross-cut  and  the  entry  watching  the 
Joy  trailing  cable  and  the  shuttle  car  being  loaded  by  his  son.  The 
clean  up  operation  of  the  cross-cut  required  Mr.  Spurney  to  move  his 
shuttle  car  (Joy  Type  42  E  15,  6  ton  cap.,  front  wheel  drive,  rear  wheel 
steering,  built  in  1946)  out  into  the  entry  with  the  car  approximately 
2/3  loaded.  While  seated  facing  the  Joy  Loader,  Mr.  Spurney,  to  pro- 
vide additional  space  for  movement  of  the  loader,  depressed  the  foot 
controlled  reverse  switch  on  the  shuttle  car  so  as  to  back  the  shuttle 
car  out  of  the  way.  The  reverse  control  stuck — would  not  release — and 
caused  the  shuttle  car  to  continue  back  in  an  angular  direction  of 
travel  and  run  against  the  rib  of  the  entry  and  in  so  doing,  caught 
Mr.  Spurney  between  the  buggy  and  rib  of  the  entry.  The  shuttle  car 
had  traveled  approximately  60  feet  from  the  loader  to  the  point  of 
contact  with  the  rib  at  #11  room  cross-cut.  The  entry  at  the  place  of 
accident  was  approximately  18  feet  wide  with  a  height  of  IVi  feet.  At 
the  point  of  contact,  the  rib  of  the  entry  was  almost  vertical,  with  very 
little,  if  any,  overhang.  Extensive  injuries  were  received  by  Mr.  James 
Spurney  in  the  pelvis  area  with  multiple  fractures  of  the  hips,  a  broken 
leg  and  other  internal  injuries. 

Mr.  Spurney  died  May  4,  1968  at  2:30  a.m. 


Mr.  Maurice  J.  Hodge,  age  52,  married,  no  dependent  children, 
came  to  his  death  on  May  28,  1968,  at  approximately  10:10  p.m., 
while  performing  his  duties  as  a  laborer  at  Freeman  Coal  Mining  Cor- 
poration, Orient  #4  Mine,  located  at  Marion,  Williamson  County, 
Illinois,  where  Mr.  Hodge  had  been  employed  for  16  years. 

Mr.  Hodge  was  operating  a  CD.  26  coal  drill,  in  the  act  of  drilling 
holes  in  the  rib  near  the  roof  for  pin  rails.  These  pin  rails  were  to  sup- 
port a  collar  bar.  The  collar  bar  would  then  be  the  support  for  the 
x-bars.  Mr.  Hodge  was  in  the  act  of  drilling  a  hole  on  the  west  rib  of 
B-entry  in  the  7th  S.  Main  S.E.  when  a  piece  of  rock  fell  from  the  east 
rib  at  the  face,  covering  Mr.  Hodge  completely.  Mr.  Hankins,  fore- 
man, Mr.  Robinson,  and  Mr.  Hodge  were  in  the  act  of  installing  addi- 
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tional  x-bars  in  this  entry.  There  were  already  8  x-bars  installed.  It 
was  12  feet  from  the  last  bar  to  the  face  of  this  entry.  The  entry  was 
14  feet  wide  and  was  in  a  fault  area.  The  roof  from  the  end  of  the 
x-bars  to  the  face  was  12  to  14  feet  high.  The  rock  that  covered  Mr. 
Hodge  was  estimated  to  be  about  three  tons.  It  was  of  a  soft  nature, 
coming  out  of  a  slip,  and  some  of  it  broke  up. 


Mr.  Walter  A.  Seibel,  age  47,  married,  no  dependent  children, 
accidentally  came  to  his  death  at  approximately  4:00  p.m.,  June  3, 
1968,  while  performing  his  duties  as  a  driller  at  the  Truax-Traer  Coal 
Company,  Burning  Star  #2  Mine,  located  at  DuOuoin,  Perry  County, 
Illinois,  where  he  had  been  employed  for  18  years. 

A  box  containing  35  1  lb.  x  3  inch  boosters  was  setting  on  a  shelf 
under  the  casing  pipe  rack.  The  drill  was  not  in  operation  as  a  repair 
job  on  the  pull  down  chain  guard  was  in  progress.  Two  repairmen 
were  cutting  and  welding  about  50'  up  on  the  mast  and  the  box  of 
boosters  was  almost  directly  under  them.  Evidently  the  sparks  or  hot 
metal  fell  and  started  the  fire.  The  foreman,  Robert  Mason  and  the 
deceased  Walter  Seibel  got  a  fire  extinguisher  and  tried  to  put  the  fire 
out  and  failing  in  this  attempt,  they  got  shovels  and,  along  with  Louis 
Williams,  started  shoveling  dirt  on  the  fire  when  the  material  exploded. 
Mr.  Seibel  was  killed  instantly  by  the  blast. 


Mr.  Earl  Culley,  age  52,  married,  two  dependent  children,  was 
injured  June  7,  1968,  at  approximately  4:45  a.m.,  while  performing 
his  duties  as  a  laborer  at  the  Moffat  Coal  Company,  Murdock  Mine, 
located  at  Murdock,  Douglas  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been 
employed  for  17  years. 

Mr.  Culley  and  Mr.  Rhodes  were  using  the  Long  Airdox  Bolting 
Machine,  pinning  the  sixth  crosscut  left  in  the  fifth  main  north  off  of 
fourth  main  west  entry.  It  was  the  first  cut  out  of  the  crosscut  and 
they  were  installing  the  first  row  of  bolts,  which  required  five  bolts, 
in  line  with  the  left  rib  of  fifth  main  north.  They  had  each  installed 
two  four  foot  bolts.  Mr.  Culley  was  drilling  the  hole  for  the  fifth  and 
Mr.  Rhodes  was  making  up  the  pin  and  was  walking  around  the  back 
of  the  machine  to  give  Mr.  Cully  the  bolt.  At  the  back  of  the 
machine  he  saw  Mr.  Culley  lower  the  boom  at  full  rotation  and 
was  aware  of  what  was  about  to  happen.  He  called  out  to  warn 
him  but  was  too  late.  The  drill  steel  hit  him  above  the  left  ear  knock- 
ing him  down.  Mr.  Rhodes  shut  the  switch  off  at  the  machine  and 
went  for  help  in  the  adjoining  place.  First  aid  was  administered  at  the 
scene.  Doctor  and  ambulance  were  on  top  at  5:00  a.m.  and  attended 
the  injured  at  5:05  a.m.  He  was  taken  to  Mercy  Hospital  at  5:20  a.m., 
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in  Champaign,  Illinois.  Arriving  at  6:20  a.m.,  he  was  in  surgery  five 
and  one  half  hours.  He  came  to  his  death  at  10:45  p.m.,  on  June  12, 
1968. 


Mr.  Mont  R.  Jerrell,  age  59,  married,  two  dependent  children, 
came  to  his  death  on  July  19,  1968  at  5:00  p.m.,  while  performing  his 
duties  as  a  mechanic  at  Ayrshire  Collieries  Corp.,  Delta  Strip  Mine, 
located  at  Marion,  Williamson  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  been 
employed  seven  months. 

A  50  ton  bottom  clump  coal  hauling  truck  was  stalled  in  loose 
coal  on  the  east  side  of  hopper  near  cleaning  plant.  Mr.  Jerrell  asked 
the  master  mechanic,  Mr.  Elwood  Smith,  to  get  Mr.  Henry  Miller  to 
assist  him  in  trying  to  pull  truck  #31  out  of  its  stalled  position.  Mr. 
Miller  got  truck  #92  and  moved  it  to  where  the  stalled  truck  was  lo- 
cated. He  turned  his  truck  around  so  the  trucks  would  be  back  to 
back.  Mr.  Jerrell  attached  a  tow  cable  to  the  tow  hooks  that  were  on 
the  rear  end  of  each  truck  and  then  returned  to  the  cab  of  the  stalled 
truck.  After  several  attempts  failed  to  move  the  stalled  truck,  Foreman 
Smith  decided  to  stop  this  means  and  try  some  other  way.  He  then 
went  to  a  position  where  he  signaled  Mr.  Miller  to  back  tow  truck 
#92  back  so  as  to  get  slack  in  the  cable  in  order  to  separate  the  trucks. 
Truck  #92  in  the  process  of  trying  to  pull  the  stalled  truck,  had  spun 
the  right  rear  dual  wheels,  and  they  were  in  a  hole  about  10  inches 
deep.  Mr.  Miller  accelerated  the  motor  very  fast  and  the  truck  came 
back  suddenly,  crashing  into  the  bumper  of  the  stalled  truck.  When 
Foreman  Smith  turned  around  he  saw  Mr.  Jerrell  in  an  upright  position 
between  the  bumpers  of  both  trucks.   He  was  killed  instantly. 


Mr.  Earl  Gadiky,  age  52,  married,  no  dependent  children,  was  in- 
jured at  about  7:45  p.m.,  August  13,  1968,  while  performing  his  duties 
as  loading  machine  operator  at  Peabody  Coal  Company  Highwall  #2 
located  at  Millstadt,  St.  Clair  County,  Illinois.  Mr.  Gadiky  had  been 
employed  at  this  mine  for  six  months. 

Mr.  Gadiky  had  loaded  out  the  4  Main  East  entry  and  the  cross 
cut  to  the  left  and  was  moving  into  the  cross  cut  and,  evidently, 
stepped  back  to  about  the  fan  section  of  the  conveyor,  with  the  main 
motor  of  the  machine  still  running.  Mr.  Norman  J.  McClung,  a  shut- 
tle car  operator,  was  following  with  the  shuttle  and  had  stopped  with 
the  car  under  the  conveyor.  When  the  machine  did  not  start  to  load 
coal,  he  went  up  to  the  machine  to  see  what  was  wrong  and  saw  Mr. 
Gadiky  hung  between  the  machine  and  the  rib.  Mr.  McClung  called 
to  the  other  shuttle  car  operator  and  they  climbed  over  the  top  of  the 
loading  machine  and  shut  off  the  main  motor  then  swung  the  conveyor 
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over  to  the  left  and  released  Mr.  Gadiky.  Evidence  in  the  investiga- 
tion was  that  the  machine  was  working  properly,  and,  at  this  point, 
the  ribs  were  straight  with  no  over  hangs.  The  cross  cut  was  14'  8" 
wide,  and  the  entry  was  21'  wide.  The  floor  was  clean  of  any  debris. 

Mr.  Gadiky  died  at  6:00  a.m.,  August  14,  1968,  in  St.  Elizabeth 
Hospital  in  Belleville,  Illinois. 


At  11:40  a.m.,  Thursday,  August  15,  1968,  an  explosion  occurred 
at  Orient  #5  in  the  tunnel  underlying  the  unit  train  coal  stacker. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  the  victims  of  the  Explosion: 

James  Nealon,  age  45  Robert  Boyett,  age  55,  died  August

Crystal  Lake,  Illinois  Royalton,  Illinois 

James  Nealon  and  Charles  Collins  apparently  were  killed  instantly. 
David  Asher  Walker  died  a  couple  of  hours  later  in  Franklin  Hospital, 
Benton,  Illinois.  Robert  Boyett  died  9  days  later  in  Barnes  Hospital, 
St.  Louis,  Missouri  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  from  this  explosion. 

Around  10  a.m.,  Thursday,  August  15,  1968,  Earl  Willis,  Super- 
intendent, instructed  one  of  his  foremen  to  send  a  man  and  cutting 
torch  equipment  to  a  job  for  Mr.  Collins  on  the  vibrating  screens  in 
the  unit  train  tunnel.   Mr.  Nealon  was  assigned  to  this  job. 

Mr.  Willis  then  proceeded  on  to  other  duties  and  met  Mr.  Walker. 
Willis  knowing  of  Asher  Walker's  excellent  abilities  with  a  cutting 
torch  instructed  him  to  go  to  the  tunnel  and  replace  Mr.  Nealon. 
Nealon  was  to  come  to  the  job  Walker  was  doing  which  Willis  was 
to  perform  until  Nealon  arrived. 

Mr.  Willis  was  approximately  200  feet  from  the  tunnel  when  he 
heard  the  noise  report  of  the  explosion.  He  turned  and  looked  and  saw 
a  ball  of  fire  come  from  the  mouth  of  the  tunnel  extending  for  ap- 
proximately 150  to  200  feet  up  the  conveyor  belt  toward  the  Unit 
train  loading  towers.  This  flame  was  an  instant  flame  and  extinguished 
immediately. 

He  ran  towards  the  mouth  of  the  tunnel  and  observed  smoke  and 
some  foggy  condition.  The  visibility  down  the  tunnel  was  very  poor. 
Mr.  Willis  then  ran  to  the  office  to  the  first  aid  room  to  get  gas  masks. 
Returning  immediately  to  the  tunnel,  he  saw  Mr.  Boyett  stagger  out 
of  the  smoke  and  could  hear  another  person  asking  for  help.  Mr.  Willis 
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and  Mr.  Dotson,  plant  foreman,  went  into  the  tunnel  with  masks  on. 
About  half  way  clown  the  steps  they  found  a  man  and  carried  him  to 
the  surface.  This  person  was  David  Walker.  When  returning  to  the 
surface  other  personnel  were  putting  on  masks  and  continued  rescue- 
work  until  Mr.  Collins  had  been  removed  from  the  tunnel.  Mr.  Nealon 
had  been  blown  from  the  tunnel  and  found  approximately  15  feet 
from  the  mouth  of  the  tunnel.

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ANALYTICAL  LABORATORY 


The  Analytical  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Min- 
erals consists  of  two  divisions.   Safety  and  Coal  Analysis. 

Safety  Division 

The  purpose  of  this  division  is  to  analyze  atmosphere  samples  for 
oxygen,  explosive  and  noxious  gases.  Mine  dust  samples  are  analyzed 
for  the  percentages  of  combustible  and  incombustible  materials  to  de- 
termine flame  propagating  characteristics.  Atmosphere  samples  are 
collected  from  Coal,  Spar,  Metal  mines  and  Quarries  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  thus  ascertaining  compliance  with  State  mining  laws  in  regard 
to  health  and  safety  conditions. 

During  times  of  mine  fires,  the  personnel  of  the  Analytical  Labor- 
atory work  directly  at  the  site  of  the  fire,  analyzing  the  explosive 
characteristics  of  samples  taken  from  the  sealed  areas.  The  analysis  of 
these  samples  determine  the  course  of  action  to  be  taken.  After  the 
fire  has  been  extinguished,  samples  are  taken  to  determine  when  it  is 
safe  to  re-enter  the  sealed  areas. 

During  12  months  of  the  current  year,  3073  atmosphere  and  2597 
dust  samples  have  been  analyzed  and  reported. 

Coal  Analysis 

Coal  analysis  program  was  designed  to  insure  the  quality  of  coal 
purchased  for  State  Institutions  by  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  program 
was  planned  by  the  State  Purchasing  Department  and  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Mines  and  Minerals. 

At  the  heart  of  the  plan  are  Mobile  Sampling  Units  making  fre- 
quent unscheduled  visits  to  all  State  Mental,  Charitable  and  Penal 
Institutions  using  coal.  Samples  are  also  collected  for  the  Secretary 
of  State's  coal  purchases  and  a  number  of  the  State  Universities. 

During  the  current  heating  season,  Illinois  has  contracted  to  pur- 
chase 412,352  tons  of  coal,  which  has  a  total  contract  value  of 
$3,030,879.40. 

Within  an  average  month,  some  200  samples  of  coal  are  picked 
up  by  the  Quality  Coal  Inspectors,  pulverized  and  delivered  to  the 
Analytical  Laboratory,  where  they  are  analyzed. 

If  delivered  coal  does  not  meet  contract  specifications,  the  State 
may  level  penalties  as  provided  in  the  contract. 

As  a  result  of  this  program,  the  State  of  Illinois  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment is  purchasing  better  grades  of  coal  for  less  money  than  previously. 
This  results  in  tremendous  savings  for  the  State  of  Illinois.  In  addition, 
an  estimated  20%  efficiency  was  realized  in  heating  of  the  various 


State  Institutions.    This  saving  was  realized  with  a  minimum  amount 
of  additional  equipment  and  personnel  at  the  Laboratory. 

The  program  now  includes  sampling  of  larger  tonnages  by  com- 
posite sample  analysis. 

Future  Laboratory  Building 

Construction  has  started  on  a  new  Mine  Rescue  Station  and 
Analytical  Laboratory  Building,  503  East  Main  Street,  Benton,  Illinois. 

Tentative  completion  date  is  early  1970.  The  modern  one  story 
building  covering  13,372  square  feet  will  house  the  latest  of  mine 
rescue  and  laboratory  equipment.  This  will  be  the  first  permanent 
building  for  the  laboratory  since  its  establishment  in  1948.

'  Benton  Mine  Rescue  Station  had  3  fire  alerts  that  did  not  require  assistance  of  Mine  Rescue  teams. 
However  on  August  15th,  1968  at  11:50  A.M.  a  call  was  received  from  the  Freeman  Coal  Company 
Orient  #5  Mine  located  at  Logan,  Illinois  requesting  immediate  aid  as  there  had  been  an  explosion 
in  the  tunnel  under  the  coal  stacker. 

Mine  Rescue  teams  were  called  and  arrived  at  the  mine,  immediately  put  under  oxygen  and 
entered  the  tunnel  at  12:50  P.M.  to  check  for  fire,  other  hazards  and  bodies.  Three  men  were  killed 
outright  and  one  died  later  of  injuries  and  burns  in  the  hospital.  Two  bodies  of  deceased  and  the 
injured  man  had  been  removed  upon  their  arrival.  The  third  body  was  removed  shortly  after 
our  arrival.  There  being  no  further  need  for  their  services  the  mine  rescue  teams  were  released 
and  returned  to  the  Benton  Mine  Rescue  Station  at  2:30  P.M.  and  were  released  by  Superintendent 
Walker. 

*  The  Eldorado  Mine  Rescue  Station  was  called  on  Sunday,  March  31,  19G8,  at  10:00  A.M.,  by  the 
Sahara  Coal  Company  Mine  No.  5,  located  at  Carrier  Mills,  Illinois  regarding  a  main  belt  fire  in 
the  slope. 

The  mine  rescue  team  arrived  at  the  mine  at  10:30  A.M.  and  were  notified  that  the  fire  was 
under  control.  There  being  no  further  need  for  the  teams  services,  it  was  dismissed  by  Super- 
intendent Bennie  Gibbs  and  returned  to  the  Eldorado  Mine  Rescue  Station.

DIVISION  OF  OIL  AND  GAS 

The  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  is  required  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  "An  Act  in  Relation 
of  Oil,  Gas,  Coal  and  Other  Surface  and  Underground  Resources,"  and 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  formulated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Division  to  see  that  oil  wells  are  properly 
spaced;  to  control  the  drilling  and  plugging  of  oil  wells  and  wells 
drilled  in  connection  therewith;  to  see  that  necessary  precautions  are 
observed  to  protect  the  workable  coal  seams  through  which  wells  are 
drilled  and  to  prevent  pollution  of  land  and  fresh  water  supplies  result- 
ing from  oil  field  operations. 

Permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  before 
wells  are  drilled  for  oil,  gas,  watersupply,  water  input,  gas  input,  air 
input,  salt  water  disposal,  and  structure  test.  In  1968,  1,852  such 
permits  were  issued.  The  Law  requires  that  for  each  well  drilled  or 
acquired,  the  operator  must  furnish  the  Division  with  bond  coverage 
to  guarantee  the  eventual  plugging  of  the  well  and  the  satisfactory 
restoration  of  the  well  site.  The  State  oil  well  inspectors  are  in  at- 
tendance to  supervise  the  plugging  of  all  abandoned  drill  holes,  which 
in  1968  numbered  1,595. 

The  Division  furnishes  copies  of  permits  and  plugging  affidavits  to 
the  State  Geological  Survey,  and  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  to 
seeing  that  well  logs  and  cuttings  are  sent  to  the  Survey.  The  Division 
also  receives  and  records  completion  data  on  wells  drilled. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Division  provide  for  the  calling 
of  public  hearings,  upon  written  request  of  any  interested  person,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  action  with  regard  to  any  matter  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Department.  All  such  hearings  are  made  of  record 
in  the  Division  and  are  open  to  public  inspection. 

The  Oil  and  Gas  Board  consists  of  four  members  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department,  and  is  subject  to  call  by  the  Mining  Board  for 
advice  and  consultation  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  oil  and  gas 
industry.
